EDUCATIONAL. 
Annual Session of the Wiscensin State 
Teachers’ Association. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicaae Tribune. 

Maraso¥> Wis., July 15.—Tbhe Wisconsin State 
Teaghers’ Agsociation met for its twenty-second 
annual session in tlie Assembly Chamber this 
morning. There are 150 members enrolled so 
far, and Miore are arriving this afternoon, and 
with book agents, outside educators, and others 
interested, there are now some 200, in- 
cluding most of the leading teachers in the State, 
and about a third ladies.

THE PRESIDENT'S ANNUAL ADDRESS. 

He reported the year one of educational 
prosperity and progress, both in the common and 
higher schools. Ame@ng the topics to which he 
directed special attention were school superin- 
tendency, the establishment of intermediate 
schools, how to avoid too frequent and injurious 
changes of teachers, how to prevent antagonism 


between public and private schools. He coun- 
seled patience in the development of our educa- 


anent improvement. He paid a fitting 
ibute to Louis Agas@z, puggesting a proper 
testimonial to his transcendent excellence. He 
lso referred with deserved praise to Arthur 
\verett, of the Oshkosh High Scool, who died 
during the year.

You are pleased to ask my opinion concerning the 
legality of the recent action of the Common Council in 
increasing the salaries of certain municipal officers 
andemployes, In reply I respectfully submit the fol- 
lowing a8 my Views ppon that subject: 

Bec, 5, Chap, 2 of the charter oe a

But Sec. 11, Art. 9 of the Constitution of our 
State declares, the fees, salary, or compensation 
of no municipal officer, who is elected or appointed for 
a definite term of office, shall be increased or dimin- 
ished during said term, 

THE QUESTION NOW PRESFNTS ITSELF: 
Is Sec. 35, Chap. 3, of the charter inconsistent, or re- 
pugnant to the constitutional provision above quoted, 
and to that extent as to make it inoperative and void ? 

The doctrine ip well established that statutes will 
not be held unconstitutional, except when the viola— 
tion ie plain and ble; and the rule is a familiar 
one, that, in the construction of statutes, we must, if 
possible, eo construe them that each may stand and 
fulfill the functions for which it was created, 

Now, this constitutional provision declares that the 
salary of no municipal officer shall be increased or 
diminished during bis term of office. That is, when- 
ever the salary of any municipal officer shall have 
been fixed and established by law, it shail mot be in- 
creased or diminished during the term for which he 
was elected. Now, then, in orderto apply this con- 
stitutional provision to the case of amy municipal offi- 
cer, it myust appear, 

Fireat—That such officer has been elected or appoint- 
ed, as the case may be, for a definite term of office. 

Second—That his salary has been fixed and estab- 
lished by law. 

IN THE CASE OF THE GITY COMPTROLI ER 
we have seen that he is not appeinted for a definite 
time. He simply holds bis office “until removed, or a 
successor is appointed,” and may be removed “at any 
time at the —— of the Mayor, with the consent of 
the Common Council,” It is immeterial, therefore, to 
inquire whether his salary has been fixed or estab- 
lished by law; the fact appearing that this officer is 
not appointed for a definite term of office, it needs no 
ar nt to show that this c onstitutional provision 
has no application to his case. 
THE REMAINING QUESTION“, 

then, to be determined is, Were the salaries of the 
present municipal officers, who were elected or ap- 

nted for a definite term of office, fixed and estab- 

ed by law at the time of their election or appoint- 
ment? 

In my opinion they were not, 

By an act of e Legisiature passed Feb. 13, 
1963, the munictpal election took place on the third 
Tuesday of Aprilin each and every year ; and by the 
same act it was declared that-the fiscal year “ shall be 
held to commence on the lst day of April of every 
year.” Under.this statute the municipal election 
took place at the very time when it became the duty of 
the Common Council to make the necessary ap- 
propriations to defray the expenses of the 
City Government. .-for the current fiscal 
year. There was no interim between the election and the 
passage of the appropriation bill; and the compensa- 
tion of all persons elected or appointed toe office was 
fixed almost simultaneously with their election or ap- 
pomntment, 

THIS ACT REMAINED IN FORCE 
until.March 10, 1869, when the Legisiature changed 
the time for holding the municipal election to the next 
Tuesday after the first Monday in November of each 
year; but the fiscal year remained unchanged, 

THE EFFECT OF THIS LEGISLATION 
was to create the hiatus which now exists between the 
time fixed for the elections and the beginn 
next fiscal year. The elections take place in 
ber, the persons elected qualify in December following 
and the appropriations to provide for the payment of 
their salaries are not made until some time during the 
first quarter of the fiscal year next after the election, 
But as we have seen, these persons are 
elected for the term of two years, and the Common 
Council is required to provide for the payment 
of their compensation, annually. Fach year brings 
with it new estimates, and calle for the ap- 
propriations to meet them, These estimates are for 
one year only, The salary of no municipal officer 
(Prosecuting Attorney ex is fixed by any gen- 
eral ordingence, or by any law of the State, The sala- 
ries of all other officers and employes are provied for 
in the annual appropriation bill, which must be passed 
during the first quarter in each fiscal year; and the 
compensation then fixed cannot be increased or dimin- 
ished during the year for which such appropriation is 
made.’ Charter, Sec. 35, Chap. 3. 

TO ILLUSTRATE; 
A is elected to office in November, 1878. The ap- 
ore bill passed during the first quarter of the 
1 year beginning April 1, 1873, provides the sum of 
$4,000 for the payment of b's salary, A’s predecessor. 
A qualifies and enters upon the duties of 
in December following. A’s term 
had now begun, but this constitutional pro 
vision:* does not apply to A's term, and for 
the reason that his salary has not yet beem fixed and 
established by law. During the remainder of the 
fiscal year ending March 31, 1874, A receives simply 
the compéeneation fixed d and for B's term.

The municipal election is required to be held on the

At the municipal election held in 
Mayor, City Attorney, aad other officers were chosen 
for the term of two years; and soon after they entered 
u their duties a Comptrolier was appoimted, to hold 

office until removed, or a successor should be ap- 
pointed, the charter providing that this officer “ shall 
be removable at all times at the pleasure of the Mayor 
with the concurrence of the Common Council.” 

By the annual appropriation ordinance passed by 
the Common Council June 80, 1873, the sum of $5,000 
was appropriated for the salary of the City Attorney, 
and the sum of $4,U00 for the salary of the Com - 
ler, for the fiscal year commencing April 1, 1873, and 
ending March 1874; and by the third sec 
tion of that ordinance it was provided that “ the

On the 30th day of June, 1874, the annual appropri- 
ation ordinance for the current fiscal year was passed

We are of the opinion that they are not, So far as 
the Comptroller is concerned, as he is not an officer 
elected or appointed for a definiteterm of office, it is 
clear that he ie within neither the letter nor the spirit 
of the prohibition, As respects the City Atcorney, it 
may be said that his compensation has been increased 
by the appropriation in question during his term of 
office, and this fs true fn a certain sense, but not, as 
we think, within the sense of the words used 
in the VJonstitutional provision referred toa, 
The obvious meaning of that restriction is that the 
salary or compensation of no municipal officer, which 
bas been definitely fixed by law for his term, shall be 
either increased or diminished during that term, This 
is implied by the use of the words “ increased or di- 
minuished.” Ifthe salary has not been established 
when the officer enters upon his official duties, there 
would be no propriety in saying that his salary would 
be increased by an appropriation afterwards made for 
that purpose ; and where the salary of the officer is left 
by law, as in the case of the City Attorney, to be deter- 
mined by the Common Council from year to year, and 


ly for a part of it, neither the officer nor the public 
can be considered as a engaged for a particular 
annual stipend to be paid him during the continuance 
of his office, but the engagement is that the officer 
shall serve for the compensation prescribed during 
the period for which it has been prescribed, and after- 
wards for the compensation that may be 

upon in the legal mode by the proper lawful authority, 
be it more or less, Although in such case the amount 
appropriated and paid for the salary in any ome year 
of the term should exceed or fall short of 
that appropriated the preceding year, it would not 
be strictly true that the salary for the term should 
be either increased or diminished.

PLOATING STEAM FIRE-ENGINES. 
This city, which has suffered so much from 
fire, and is always liable to it, should omit no 
means of proper defense against such calamity. 
Any system we may adopt will be incomplete 
without a number of floating steam fire-engines. 
They have always been deemed the strongest 
part of the London Fire Department. In 
no other city in this country could such 
apparatus be so effectively serviceable as 
in Chicago. The river and its branches 
divide the city, and, as these floating 
engines conld be brought to any part of the 
river, they would be of use, not only along the 
sides of the river, but for a considerable distance 
back. They have enormous power, being capa- 
ble of sending large streams a great distance. 
They are not dependent for water upon hose or 
water-works. So long as the niver is wnex- 
hausted their supply is unlimited. They would 
be particularly useful in case of fires among the 
lumber-yards on the river banks, or among the 
warehouses on the docks, which are inaccessible 
to the ordinary engines.

VIEWS OF INSURANCE MEN. 
THE BOARD OF FIRE INSURANCE UNDERWRITERS 
held a meeting yesterday morning, which ‘called 
forth a full attendance. Its special object was 
to consider the relation of the Fire Department 
to the recent fire, and to take some general 
action for the companies represented in regard 
tO the future. After a full discussion of the 
matter, it was unanimously concluded that a re- 
form must be instituted, and that the Depart- 
ment must arrive at a higher stage of efficiency 
or else their companies would be obliged to with- 
draw altogether from this city. If the Chief of 
the Department must be selected because he is 
a German, and the Assistant Chief because he is 
an Irishman, and if, for political reasons, their 
independence and responsibility must be thwart- 
ed by a Board of Commissioners who have no 
purpose to serve save to generally muddle mat- 
ters and draw their pay, then it ws high time 
for the companies to say that they 
will not submit to such a state of affairs. The 
Fire Department should be 
A SEPARATE INSTITUTION, 

with its responsible heads, whose business it 
shall be to study the work of putting out fires, 
and not in any way to come into contact with or 
be influenced by the corporation ring. 

After an apimated discussion, the Board con- 


cluded 
TO ACT AS FOLLOWS: 
Inasmuch as many of the leading merchants 
who had lost by the fire had voluntarily oifered 
to relinquish all claims for consequential dam- 
ages arising from the removal of goods, the 
Board would pay such class of damages to none, 
except with the concurrence of every member of 
the Board. Tho Board also appointed a Com- 
mittee, with power to request the National Board 
to send to this city a committee to 
FULLY INVESTIGATE 

the causes of the iate fire, and the action of the 
Fire Department, witb a view to pointing out the 
way in which. a radical reform of the Depart- 
ment can be effected. The Board feel that it is 
necessary to effect a change in the management 
of the Fire Department if possible. 

A reporter afterwards had a talk with 

GEN. DUCAT 

on this subject, and his views are given below: 

Reporter—General, I understand that you 
charge the Fire Department with inefficiency. 
Will you please tell me what you complain of in 
particular? | 

Gen, Ducat—I complain of this, that they do 
not put out the fires. They do not meet the 
case in Chicago. 

R.—How wiil you remedy thie misfortune ? 

Gen. D.—I believe in one-man power, and 
as long as we haveahalf dozen controlling 
the thing we will have no responsibility, and 
consequently no efficiency. We want a — 
man to the Department; a man of intelli- 
gonee, individuality, and ability; @ man who 
will grasp the authority and maintain a rigid 
discipline and respect in his corps of workers. 
We have no such manin the Chicago Fire De- 


partment. 

R.—Wil! the National Board come to Chicago ? 

Gen. D.—I suppose they will; they came 
here after the great fire, aod presented their 
views to the Council, but no action looking to 
their safety was taken. They will now demand 
this, in all probability, and, failing to secure it, 
will be justified m withdrawing their companies 
from a piace where fires are mapaged by a ring 
of politicians.

Three car loads of new grain were received to- 
day. They inspected as No.3 spring, rejected 
rye, and No. 3 barley. The quality was good, 
but it was all dirty; a little cleaning would have 


raised it all into the grade next above. 

The general commercial business of the city is 
not materially affected by the fire of last evening, 
except as noted below. The derangements of 
trade in any department are but for a day, as no 
stocks of consequence were burned up. The 
work of rebuilding will call for a little more ma- 
terial and labor, but it will scarcely be prosecu- 
ted with sufficient vigor to affect the prices of 
either. 

The leading produce markets were rather thin- 
ly attended to-day, and some of them were slow, 
in consequence. The fire did not make any ma- 
terial difference in prices, but it demanded the 
attention of not a few operators whose prop- 
erty, real or personal, had been swallowed up ta 
the relentless flames of the previous night. The 
tendency in grain was again downward, a8 & con- 
sequence of the weather ; but this influence was 
counteracted in some departments by the fact of 
present scarcity, which overrode all other con- 


siderations. The receipts are falling off, ex- 
cept in corn, and the shipping movementin the 
last-named cereal was more active, that being 
now the only article which gives life ‘to the 
yessel-interest. The reports from other points 
are not very encouraging to holders; but that 
isthe usual rule at this time of the year, and 
the fact is almost always disconnted beforetiand, 

There was a good demand for dry goods at 
prices not materially different from those preva- 
lent yesterday. The grocery trade continucs 
moderately active, and, with the exceptions of 
coffees and rice, both of which were easy, the 
market ruled steady and firm. Sugars continue 
active and etrong. ‘Toere was fair activity in 
the butter trade, at firm prices. Cheese was 
dull and weak. Bagging remaius firm. In the 
fish market no changes were apparefit. Dried 
fruits were dcil. Leather, coal, wood, paints 
and oils were unchanged. 

There were no new features in lumber. The 
yard trade continues light, andthe receipts ai 
the docks were smal! but ample. Building ma- 
terials remzin quiet, aud are pretty steady with 
the exception of cements, which are at present 
somewhat unsettled, aéme parties having recent- 
ly withdrawn, or rather refused to abide by the 
rules laid down by the combination that has 
heretofore regulated prices. The pros- 
pect for 2a demand for brick to 
rebuild in the burnt district causes a littie firmer 
feeling, though dealers think it donbtfa! whether 
the demand will be sufficiently large to make any 
great change in prices for brick or any other ma- 
teriaj. Metals and bardware were steady. iron 
was in moderate demand, and quoted firm at 
present rates. Nails were dull at $3.75 rates, 
with 12'¢c off in some instances. The scarcity 
of the higher grades of timothy and prime up- 
land prairie hay is etili felt, and, under a good 
order demand, thése grades are firm. ool 
was rather quiet, and not quite so firm, 
though a moderate business was trans- 
acted at the recent prices. Hides were 
active and firm. Timothy seed sold at $2.70 
@2.90, the market ruling very firm at this 
range, Otherseeds were quiet and firm, excepting 
Hungarian and millet. Potatoes were lower ex- 
cept choice new stock. Small green fruits of all 
kinds declined and ruled very dull.

PRATT STREET. 

Milwaukee avenue, a httle northwest of the 
scene of the fire, intersects Morgan street. A 
wide unoccupied lot divides the row of buildings. 
From habit this lot has been looked upon as a 
street which leads into Pratt street. Fronting 
on this latter thoroughfare, and looking south,

owned by Mrs. Katz, widow of the original 
owner. It is a three-story frame building, 
standing alone with a lumber yard of insignifi- 
cant proportions adjoming. On the opposite 
side of the street was a row of frame houses, 
commencing at No. 95, which looked upon the 
vacant lot. Nos. 95 and 98 constitute! a double 
frame house. Nexttothem east was a plain 
frame building no better than an ordinary barn, 
and adjoining this again two two-story frame 
houses.

THE FIRE ORIGINATING 

in the rear of the lot fronting on Milwaukee ag- 
enue, these cottages, commencing at No. % 
took fire, and in « few minutes formed a 
boundary of fire tothe north. The wind was 
blowing stiffly from that§ ominous quarter, the 
southwest, and the sparks were naturally car- 
ried away from the planing-mill. There was 
nothing high envuugh to form an eddy, and by 
no conceivable sccident could the sparks bave 
been carried in the teeth of the gale. 

THE CROWD WAS STARTLED, 
however, by hearing the announcement that the 
plauing and flouring mill had taken fire.

Foreman John McLean immediately directed a 
stream upon the building, and, though the in- 
terior was thoroughiy gutted, and the roof 
burned off, he succeeded in saving the shell of 
the building.

THE DAMAGE 
done by fire was wrought so quickly tbat nothing 
but an area of smoke and cinders marked the lots 
upon which the Pratt street houses stood. From 
No. 83 totbe corner of Sangamon street were 
seven buildings, all cottages but one, which was 
built of brick. This solitary monument of sense 
in a mass of folly aided the department 
considerably in subduing the flames, and may 
be credited with checking the fire in a directly 
easterly line, although it did not form the east- 
ern boundary on Pratt street. Who were the 
owners or occupants of the destroyed buildings 
it was impossible to learn. (In the block but 
five: buildings remained untouched by fire: 
Nos. 85, 87, 89, 93, and95. These numbers 
were on the south side of the street, and 
bounded the irregular figure of which Milwaukee 
avenue formed the front and main line.

SANGAMON STRERT. 

Sangamon street fared as badlyas Pratt street. 
No. 272 on the west side of the street formed 
the corner. This and No. 270 adjoining remain- 
ed standing. They were, however, so far dam- 
aged that they cannot be repaired. The burned 
district was, fortunately for the city, within the 
fire-limits by a block.

EVERYTHING Gas DESTROYED. 
The last-named building was a mere shell, and 
beyond repair. All intermediate were reduced 
to ashes. The buildings on Sangamon 
which destruction fronted on 
Milwaukee avenue, and owe their 
existence to-day tothe brick building on that 
thoroughfare, which stemmed the current and 
thus preserved them. It was not possible to 
count the buildings burned on this street, but 
from the numbering there were 15 cottages de- 
molished, which, with the seven on Pratt street, 
makes 22 miserable shanties out of the way of 
further danger.

GENERAL INCIDENTS. 
THE SCENE 
at this fire was much more orderly than that of 
the fire of the aay before.

The inbabitants of the locality were mostly Scan- 
dinavians and Norwegians of the poorest class, 
and the work of removing from such of their hum- 
ble dwellings as were threatened with fire what 
few household goods they possessed was done in 
a quiet and orderly manner. As is usually the 
case there weie too many amateur fire-marshals 
within the barrier. Many of the 


Aldermen were profuse in their mages and 
orders to the firemen.

crop out from a house they would rush off to the 
nozzle-holders, and make them throw s stream 
upon it even though to do this caused a waste of 
time and s cessation in fighting what the Mar- 
shals had deemed a strategic point of the fire. 
Notwithstanding the interference of these ignor- 
ant outsiders, however, the brigade worked 
splendidly, their efforts being ably seconded by 
several members of the Michigan City fire force, 
who bad come to town the evening before to 
heip at the big fire. 
A VERY PAINFUL ACCIDENT 
occurred during the destruction of Mrs. Kaats’s 
factory, which resulted in the severe, perhaps 
fatal, injury of Fireman William Schwartz, of 
No. 11, the old Coventry Company. He was 
standing with two other firemen on a pile of 
sawdust apd shavings immediately under the 
northwest corner of the factory, and directing 
into the building a stream of water. Two other 
firemen at the same time began cutting away 
a cornice from the top of the building 
which gave way sooner than was expected. 
As the cornice swayed . suddenly to and 
for just before falling the shout went up to the 
nozzle-men to fly for safety. Before they could 
do this, however, the ponderous cornice fell upon 
them, a portion of it striking Schwartz in the 
back and hip, throwing him from the sawdust 
heap to the sidewalk, a distance of about 8 feet. 
The other firemen escaped unscathed. Schwartz 
was picked up in an insensible state, and carried 
into the house of Mrs. Mary Ann Curran, on 
Morgan street, where he was attended by Dr. N. 
J. Lund and Dr. Conway. These gentiemen 
made aa examination, and agreed that, while no 
bones were broken, the injuries to, the spine 
were of a very severe description. In addition 
to these the Jeft bip was slightly dislocated, and 
there was evidences of injury to the abdominal 
cavity. The unfortunate man resides at No. 314 
Larrabee street, whither he was removed as soon 
as be recovered sufliciently from the shock he 
bad sustained.

| THE PLANING-MILL 
when the fire broke out, and had left the doors 
and windows all open; hence it is probable that 
the fire in this building was caused by a spark 
igniting the shavings everywhere scattered 
around the place. It was owned and eccupied 
by F. Katz i Miller as an office and bouse-fur- 
niture manufactory. He estimates his loss at 
about $30,000; but it will not probably be so 
large by half, as most of the machines on the 
lower floors, and a few on the upper, will be but 
ightly damaged. 

‘hen the fire in this locality was conquered it 
suddenly broke out in a baru opposite the fac- 
tory and east of the fire on Pratt street.

Most of the people burned out were foreigners, 
many of them unable to speak a word of English.

Rachel Schiller, of No. 216 Third avenue, re- 
ports ber two children as missing, and probably 
burned. One was a boyof 10 years, and the 
other an infant of a yearandahalf. The poor 
woman was met on the corner of Third avenue 
and Twelfth street yesterday morning at 4 
o'clock by the writer, and she was in the wildest 
state of She cried and moaned in the most 
pitifal manner, and fell to the walk in the agony 
of despair, refusing to be comforted by any one. 
Her husband is in St. Paul, and she is at present 
stopping with a brother on Fourth avenue just 
north of Twelfth street. 

The.two infant children of Jacob Mincer, men- 
tioued in yesterday's paper aa probably burned 
at No. 219 Third avenue, are still missing, and, 
as the mother left them alone in the house at 
the time of the breaking out of the fire, there is 
scarcely a doubt but that they were burned. 

The report was current last evening that a 
colored fireman bad been burned to death, but 
no particulars could be learned.

The Walker will case was resumed yesterday 
morning, before Judge Wallace, in the County 
Court, 

The Judge decided that a jury was not to be 
impaneled, after which the taking of testimony 
began. The first witness called for the Trustees 
was Robert T. Lincoln, whose testimony was 
substantially the same as that of 

H. P. ISHAM, 

with whose examination the afternoon session 
began, who testified that he had seen 
the will, and was a witness to _ it. 
He was asked to witness the same LS M. O. 
Walker, by signing it, in presence of Mr. Lin- 
coln. . Lincoln next signed the will. They 
signed it immediately after Mr. Walker. There 
was DO One present except Mr. Walker, Mr. Lin- 
coln, witness’ brother, and himself. when he 
signed the will. He believed Mr. Walker's mind 
was entirely sound when he signed the instru- 
ment, He believed Mr. Walker to have been 
posseessed of a sound mind. 

On the cross-examination by Mr. Small, he 
said he had seen Mr. Walker very frequently in 
his brother’s office. Never had any particular 
conversation with Mr. Walker. His brother 
called bim to sign the will He never 
doubted Mr. Walker’s soundness of mind, 
but mever particularly comsidered the 
sanity or insanity of Mr. Walker. From his ap- 
pearance and manner, he believed he was of 
sound mind. Witness wasa notary public, and took 
acknowledgment of a mortgage to the Connecticut 
Life-Insurance Company for Mr, Walker some 
two months after signing the will. Mrs. Walker, 
Mr. Isham, and Mr. Hill were present. Mrs. 
Walker acknowledged.the deed with Mr. Walker. 
At the tame, he believed Mr. Walker was of en- 
tirely sound mind. His mind was equally sound

r. Swett here objected to the course of the 
cross-examination, and urged that the opposing 
counsel were “fishing.”

He had been to the house sever 
times before acknowledging the mortgage. He 
thought Mr. Walker understood himself as well 
when he signed the mortgage as when he ex- 
ecuted the will.

DR. J. I. TUCKER, 

sworn: He signed the codicil as an attesting wit- 
ness. Mr. Walker signed the instrument in his 
presence, He believed he was perfectly sound 
in mind and memory when signing it. He was a 
apn physician; graduaicd in 1867. He 
ad known Mr. Walker nearly six years; saw 
him first at his office. He never had any ex- 
— conversation with him. He was requested 
o go to Mr. Walker's house on the llth of 
May by Dr. Hollister. In signing the 
codicil Mr. Walker was assisted in hol 
the pen. The codicil was resting on a 
when he signed it. The will was not read to 
him. He had very little tosay. Drs. Hollister, 
Johnson, Mr. Isham, and himself were present 
when he signed the document. He didnot ex- 
amine Mr: Walker or his symptoms, and was not 
his consulting physician. He seemed to be suf- 
fering from his liver, and his nutrition was seri- 
ously disturbed. The want of nutrition might 
be produced bv an excessive use of alcohol. His 
attention was not directed to the contents of the 


will.

The percentages of 
average condition are higher than in June by the 
following : Three in Louisiana, 4 in 
Arkansas, 6 in Florida, 7 in South Carolina, 9 io 
Mississippi, 10 in Alabama, 11 in Soon 12in 
Tennessee and Texas, and 13 in North Carolina, 
Texas aud North Carolina return a conditiou 
above the average. The following are the State 
averages: North Carolina, 102; th Carolina, 
88 ; Georgia, 91; Florida, 96; Alabama, 92; Mis- 
sissippi, 87; Louisiana, 73; Texas, 102; Arkan- 
BAS, a and*Tennessee, 97. As com with 
July of last year, the condition is higher except 
in Forida, Louisiana, and Arkansas, though the 
differeace is slight in Tennessee and 
and not very wide in Mississippi and Alabama.
